HOW THE CIVIL-RIGUTS BILL BECAME A 
LAW. 


WASmINGTON, D. C., Oct. 15.—[Special.|— 
The decision of the United States Supreme 


ly unexpected. The decision in a similar 
case last winter had created the impression 
that the court would affirm the unconstitu- 
tionality of the law. The persons who have 
manifested the greatest interest in the de- 
cision are the Washington hotelkeepers. 
The hotels since the law was passed have 
not received colored persons. No prosecu- 
tion has been attempted. There has been so 
much doubt as to the constitutionality that 
there has been no disposition to attempt to 
enforce the law except against one or two 
restaurant-keepers. The decision ot today 
in effect affirms its constitutionality as to the 
District of Coluinbia and the Territories. Sev- 
eral of the hotelkeepers declare that they 
will give the law no more recognition north 
of the Potomac than they will be required to 
do south of the Potomac River, and that the 
hotelkeepers generally would doubtless in- 
cur the risk of the penalties of the act rather 
than to admit negroes to their tables. The 
supplementary Civil-Rights act was under 
consideration from January to March, 
1875, and during the considera- 
tion of it occurred the protracted 


’ | deadlock in the House which has become

THE DECISION. 
SETTLING SOME IMPORTANT POINTS. 

WASI D. C., Oct. 15.—[(Special.}]— 
The most important decision rendered by 
the Supreme Court of the United States to- 
day was that in the five cases commonly 
known as the civil-richts cases, which were 
submitted to the court on printed arguments 
about a year ago. The titles of these cases 
and the States from which they came are as 
foliows: 

No. 1— United States against Murray Stan- 
ley, from the United States Circuit Court of 
the District of Kansas. 

No. 2—United States against Michael 
Ryan, from the United States Circuit Court 
of the District of California. 

No. 3—United States against Samuel Nich- 
ols, from the United States Circuit Court of 
the Western District of Missouri. 

No. 26—United States against Samuel D. 
Singleton, from the United States Circuit 
Court for the Southern District of New 
York. 

No. Richard A. Robinson and wife 
against the Memphis & Charleston Railroad 
Company, trom the United States Circuit 
Court for the District of Tennessee, 

THE SECTIONS IN CONTROVERSY. 

‘These cases were all based on the first and 
second sections of the Civi-Rights act of 
1875, and were respectively prosecutions un- 
der that act for not admitting certain colored 
persons to equal accommodations and priv- 
ileges in inns or hotels, in railroad cars, and 
in theatres. The defense set up in every 
case was the alleged unconstitutionality of 
the law. The first and second sections of the 
act, which were the parts directly in contro- 
versy, are as follows: 


Sec. 1. That all persons within the jurisdic- 
tion of the United States shall be entitled to full 
and equal agg of the accommodations, 
advantages, facilities. and privileges of inns 
— public coaveyances on laad and water, the- 

tres, and other places of public amusement, 
— only to the 2 and limitations 
established by law, and applicable alike to every 
race and color, —— of any previous con- 
dition of servitude. 


The second section provides that all per- 


(Say 150), sons who violate the first section shall be 


liable to forfeit 8800 for each offense, to be 
recovered in a civil action, and also to a pen- 
alty of from 8500 to $1,000 fine, or imoprison- 
ment from thirty days to a year, to be en- 
forced in a criminal prosecution. Exclusive 
jurisdiction is given to District and Circuit 
Courtsof the United States in cases arising 
under the law. 

The right and privilege claimed by and de- 
nied to colored persons in these cases were 
full and equal accommodation in hotels, in 
ladies’ cars on railway trains, and in the dress 
circle in theatres.

A NARROW ESCAPE. 


Children in School Become Panic- 
Stricken and Many Are In- 
jured—The Means of Exit 
Insufficient. 


New HAVxx, Conn., Oct. 15.—[Special.]— 
Fire broke out suddenly in the Elm street 
public-school building in Waterbury this 
morning, just before the scholars were to be 
dismissed for the noon recess. Smoke filled 
the various rooms, and the 600 pupils, mostly 
small children, were so frightened that a 
panic quickly ensued. Many of the children 
were seriously hurt, and two received inju- 
ries which the doctors; fear may prove fatal. 
On hing the lower halls and particular- 
ly the stairway leading from the second floor 
the jam was terrible. The lower stairway 
was a writhing mass of struggling humanity, 
shrieking, yelling, rolling one over the other. 
For nearly a halt- hour the struggle for 
escape from the narrow exit continued. 
When finally the end came 4 dozen children 
were taken home unconscious. Ada Bald- 
win, Annie Moore, and another child are re- 
ported by the doctors to be dangerously 
hurt and their deaths would not be a sur- 
prise. The buildine was saved by the prompt 
work of the city firemen. 

HARTFORD, Conn., Oct. 15.— 8 1. — 
Investigation of the panic in the Elm street 
school-house in Waterbury today shows that 
the absence of fatal results is simply a mat- 
ter of good foftune. The building is a high 
structure, and on its several floors were near- 
ly 000 little children. The principle exit is a 
single staircase with a single street door, 
one-half of which was bol The children 
were préparing for recess when the odor of 
smoke became noticeable, rapidly becoming 
more intense. Some of the smalier children 
became terrified, and. breaking from the 
control of the teachers, made a rush to the 
dour and down the staircase, when 
those from the upper floors crushed 
upon those outpouring from the lower room. 
The weaker were trampled under foot and 
their clothing was torn until some were near- 
ly stripped. From she front door those in 
advance were pulled by men who rushed to 
the rescue, for the shrieks of the children 
were heard all over the neighborhood. Hun- 
dreds received injuries more or less sev 
and, after the jam was eleared, scattered al 
over the halis and staircases were torn cloth- 
ing and books, and upon the floor in several 
piapes were spots of bloods. The pupils of 

t a single floor escaped injury, and they 
through the coolness of their teacher, who 
locked them in until the panic was over. 
The panic was occasioned by fire among 
waste paper in the basement.

CONDITION OF TRADE IN THE EAST. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 15.—[Special.|— 
A special investigation iustituted by the 
press into the condition of the iron-works in 
this State and in New Jersey shows a far 
less alarming condition of aifairs than the 
public have been led to suppose. Prices are 
lower, it is true, and the facilities for the 
production of iron exceed the capacity of the 
mills, yet most of the operators find that by 
curtailing production they can stem the de- 
pression without serious Joss, Along the 
Delaware River in Northampton County and 
in New Jersey most of the mils and furnaces 
keep in operation, believing it to be cheaper 
than to incur the cost of blowing their fur- 
naces out and then rellahting : 

The ku wanna Irou & Coal Company at 
Scranton is working steadily, and expects to 
pile up some steel rails during the winter. 
The South Chester Mills are very busy on 
bridge and ship iron, but they report prices 
80 low wat the margin is very small. Other 
Delaware mills are working a small force of 
men with few orders. In the Juniata Valley 
most of the furnaces and the mills are still at 
work, but nove of them admit making any 
protit at all, but keep at work because they 
will lose less than to stop entirely, though 
oue fine charcoal furnace is preparing te go 
out for a year. In Montgomery County 
there is only one idle mill, while some are 
running night and day, ‘This is due to their 
superior plant and their proximity to a mar- 
ket, though they all claim that the margin is 
very slight. In Dauphin and Schuylkill 
Counties the mill-men are hopeful and are 
working on full time. mostly upon railroad 
work. The Pennsylvania Steel Works are 
working day and night. Pittsburg & Erie 
make a fair report, only complaint being 
of the low prices. ‘The brass-foundries are 
doing a fine business, and the nailworks and 


the stove-foundries have all that they want 
Northumberland County also 
active.

MINING MATTERS. 


WORK RESUMED UNDER PROTECTION or 
DETECTIVES. 


BRADFORD, Pa., Oct. 15.—[Special.]— The 
day passed off without any trouble at the 
mines. This morning the Beech Tree mines 
started up with a full force of men. The 
miners were escorted to the mines by twenty 
armed Pinkerton detectives, who, after the 
men were at work, went on duty as guards. 
The strikers fear ma Pinkerton police, and 
avoid them as muchas possible. This after- 


Pupxutewney were also started. No inter- 
ference was Offered by the strikers, who evi- 
dently did not like the gleaming gun-barreis 
in the hands of the detectives. The extensive 
mines of Bell, Lewis & Yates, which are 
operated in conjunction with the Rochester 
& Pittsburg Railroad, are idle. No attempt 
will be made to start them up until either 
the strikers or the railroad company gives 
in. The present strike, which started at 
Reynoldsville, was caused by the manner in 
which the mine-owners screened the coal. 
The miners received 75 cents per ton for 
coal of such size as would pass over a screen 
with an inch anda half mesh. All passing 
between these bars, the nut and slack, was 
lost to the miner. At Beech Tree. 
Duboi and Punxutawnsy the miners 
are paid 50 cents per ton run of the mine. 
The Reynoldsville miners demanded 
same basis, and in order to make their point 
the strike has been made general through- 
out the amalgamated association. At pres- 
ent the strikers are quiet, but it is impossible 
to predict how long matters will continue in 
this way. If the Rochester & Pittsburg can 
hold its mem the strike willbe badly crippled. 
The situation is rega so alarming that 
General-Mining-Manager W. P. Platt today 
telegraphed to Pinkerton in New York for 
twenty more detectives. A telegram from 
New York says that the squad left there at 6 
v’clock tonight. That a conflict with the 
strikers is feared is evidenced by the fact 
that it is regarded as extremely dangerous to 
open and attempt to operate the Dubois 
mines, at Dubois. The authorities of Jef- 
fersun County have been thinking of ex- 
ae of calling for help from the State 
militia. . 


RIVER COAI-MINERS. 

PirTsBuRG, Pa., Oct. 15.—|Special.]—The 
river coal-miners in convention today voted 
against submitting their demand for higher 
wages to arbitration unless operators in all 
the pools would promise to abide by the re- 
sult. This the operators refuse todo. The 
miners also insisted that the law authorizing 
check weighmen be enforced. The mining 
situation is badly mixed. Some of the dig- 
gers are working at prices offered by the 
operators and. others are holding out for 
more. All attempts to equalize prices have 
so far failed. Another conference between 
miners and operators will take place proba- 
bly next week, at which a final attempt will 
be made to harmonize differences.

THE NEW EDUCATION. 


The Froebel Asscciation and Col. 
Parker, 

Cuicaeo, Oct. 13.— [Editor of The Trib- 
une. The ist inst., in pursuance of due | 
notice thereof, the Chicago Frébel Associa- 
tion reopened its training elass fer kinder- 
gartners at the Cook County Normal School, 
under the direction of Mrs. Alice H. Pat- 
nam. This step, the most important yet 
taken in kindergarten work in this country, 
is not fully understood by the public. 

There is an impression in the public mind 
that the Fröbel Association has abandoned 
its work in transferring the training-class to 
Englewood. This is an entire misappre- 
hension. The association is as deeply inter- 
ested now as ever in Mrs. Putnam’s work, 
and still exerts over the school a control as 
decided as in the past, guaranteeing its ex- 
penses and continuing to be responsible for 
the salary of its Principal. 

The immediate poresee of the formation of 
the Fröbel Association was to create a pub- 
lic sentiment in favor of providing for the 
needs of poor little children. Hence the 
—— kindergartens constituted the first 
logical step in the work of the association. 
But the members of the association believe 
of course that the Frödel theory of education 
is the true one, and that the kindergarten 
ought therefore to be the model for all 
schools. This view is also held by Col. Park- 
er, of the Cook County Normal School 
namely: that the aim of educators should be 
to build up a strong character, and thata 
system of training which shall produce such 
amanhood or womanhood cannot be begun 
too early. This being the situation, it was 
easy to bring about a union of kindred inter- 


ests. 
Col. Parker said to the association: We 


same methods: we believe in the same funda- 
mental principles. bats then, should not we 
join hands and work together?’ The asso” 
ciation acceded to the proposition, retaining 
control, however, of kindergarten 
branch and continuing to be responsible for 
its expenses, p 

The importance to the kindergarten idea of 
this step cannot be overestimated. It is a 
full recognition at the hands of the highest 
educational authority in the country. Col. 
Parker in effeet assents to the proposition 
that all schools should be conducted on the 
principles of the kindergarten, inviting 
the most distinguished kindergartner in 
lilinois to his ald. Col. Parker had long 
before resolved to add tool practice to the 
curriculum of the “Normal,” and his ina- 
dustrial department already supplements his 
kindergarten department. The institution 
is, therefore, now completely organized 
in full operauon under the principles of the 
new education. It is a school where the 


ideas prevail, where every exercise is, as far 
as possible, an objeet lesson, where the 
theories of three great educators are re- 
duced to a system and put in practice—name- 
ly: That of Comentus, who said: “* Let 
things that have to be done be learned by 
doing them“; that of Pestalozzi, who said: 
** Education is tbe generation of power; and 
that of Fröbel, who said: The end and aim 
of all our work should be the harmonious 
growth of the whole 

Col. Parker’s school is full from basement 
to attic. A large number of old teachers are 
in attendance to learn the new gospel of: ed- 
u and carry it forth into every corner 
of the West. These teachers will not only 
become familiar with both the theory and

THE GOLDEN GATE. 


How the Chinese Are Enabled to Evade 
the Restrictive Legislation of 
Congress. 


SAN Fnaxcisco, Cal., Oct. 15.—|Special.]— 
For some time there has been a growing sus- 
picion that Chipamen have come here in vio- 
lation of Art. 2 of the treaty with China and 
the certificate clause of the restrictive act. 
Art. 2 of said treaty provides that Chinese 
subjects who are traders, students, mer- 
chants, or travelers, togetner with their body 
and household servants, shall be aliowed to 


go and come of their own free will, anda 
clause in the act provides that all such per-- 


sons must show a certificate from the Chi- 
nese Government that the person is en- 
titled to come within the United 
States in conformity with the foregoing 
articles. Recent arrivals of steamers from 
China show that wily Chinese oflicials are 
actively engaged in violating the letter and 
spirit of the restriction act. 
HOW THEY GET CERTIFICATES. 
According to reports co “from China- 


this way: The Chinaman wishing to come 
to this country makes application to the 
Superintendent of Customs, to whom he 
gives his name, occupation, etc. He does 
not obtain his certificate. He then goes 
away, and in the course of a week or two 
two inspectors are sent out by the Chinese 
Superintendent to look into the case and to 
ascertain whether or not the applicant’s 
story is correct. They hunt 
up the applicant. and no case 
is recorded so far as known where a certif- 
icate has been refused. The certificates is- 
sued in this way are found among Chinamen 
on every steamer from Hong Kong. 
SAMPLE Lors. 


On the Rio Janeiro, of 132 passengers for 


this port, seventy-five held traders’ certif- 
icates and two'students’ papers. The Coptic, 
which arrived last month, brought 114 China- 
men for this port, of whom fifty-four held 
certificates issued by a Chinese Superintend- 
ent of Customs. An examination of Chinese 
passengers on any of the steamers from 
Hong Kong will show that nine out of 
every ten belong to the same 
class, and are those against whom 
the exclusion act was directed. A merchant, 
or a student, or one of that class that would 
be likely to travel for pleasure or instruction 
can be told at a glance. There is a refine- 
ment of feature due to superior station in 
life and an advanced state of education that 
strikes an observer at once, while their cloth- 
ing and personal adornments are in marked 
contrast with those of the laborer, fish- 
peddier, or domestic servant. Ninety per 
cent of those holding Canton certificates 
clearly belong to common. class. 
This was particularly noticeable in the case 
of the Rio Janeiro. The holders of return 
certificates were first landed. They were of 
the usual class, dirty, badly clo with the 
t of face observable in a gang of Chinese 
railroad laborers, with the usual accompani- 
ment of old bundles and boxes as baggage, 
which they slung to a pole in many instances 
and carried off. They were closely examined 
to see that they corresponded with the de- 
scription in their certificates and then allowed 
to go ashore. The traders were merely a 
repetition of aformer lot of the same dirti- 
ness, the same biouses, and types 
of faces, but they also were permitted to go 
ashore. It was in few cases that the hoiders 
of certificates were denied landing when 
an examination plainly exposed the traud. 
By close cross-questioning six Chinese were 
returned to the ship. . 
TUE OFFICIALS POWERLESS. 

In all other cases where the Chinese passed 
through the examination without error they

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 18.—Speelal.— 
High Church and Low Church joined issue 
in the Protestant Episcopal Convention this 
afternoon upon the rite of absolution, and 
there was a warm debate over an important 
addition to the rubric. In the morning a mo- 
tion to insert the prayer specified by the 
Joint Committee on the Prayer-Book, to be 
used the first Sunday after Trinity, was lost 
by a large vote, as was also an amendment 
offered by the Rev. Dr. Grery, of Connecti- 
cut, to add a clause requiring the prayer to 
be said Christmas-Day. . 

ABSOLUTION. 

The important subject of absolution was 
then taken up. The Rey. Dr. Huntington, 
the Secretary of the joint committee, en- 
tered into a long explanation of the reasons 
which had influenced the committee to insert 
the third and shortened form of alternative 
absolution in the morning and evening 
prayers. 


It may be stated that in a speech made be- | 


foreethe house one day last week by Lord 
Bishop Smedley, of Canada, the gentieman 
used language that would indicate that the 
House of Bishops had already decided to re- 
port adversely upon the adoption of this 
third form of absolution, which reads as fol- 
lows: “The Almighty and Merciful God 
grant you absolution and remission of your 
sins, space for true repentance, the amend- 
ment of life, and the grace and consolation

Dr. Huntington dwelt very strongly upon 
the absolute freedom of the shortened form 
of absolution from any taint of sacerdotalism.

he Rev. Mr. Faude. of Indiana, pro- 
claimed himself a Low Churchman, and ex- 
pressed briefly his opposition to the changes. 
lt was answered by the Kev. Dr. Fulton, 
of Missouri, who said: “Il ama High Church- 
mon, and hove that I always shall be. 1 be- 
lieve thoroughly in the plan proposed by the 
committee, and consider the new alternative 
to be both Anglican and Catholic. It is won- 
derfully beautiful and sweet. It interferes 
with no doctrine of ourchurch, and 1 hope 
it will be adopted.“ 

The question seemed thus to make a divis- 
ion among the deputies on a doctrinal point- 
and the debate threatened at one time to be- 
come quite polemic. Whether or not the 
power of absolution of sins is granted to the 
clergy was at once made the immediate topic 
of discussion, and the two extremes of High 
and Low Churchmen apveared alinost ready 
to become arrayed against each other. 

The Rey. Mr. Crawford, of West Virginia, 
declared that the power of the Keys had de- 
scended to them. We believe that we are a 
part of the Catholic church, and that our 
authority is descended from the Apostolic 
fathers, and I believe in the truth of what 
was said to me sixteen years ago as I knelt 
before my Bishop and he laid his hands upon 
me and said: Whose sins thou dost for- 


dost retain they 
have thought this all the years of 
my priesthood. Have 1 been all wrong? 
Shall we abrogate this now? Have we not 
the power to say to the people when they 
make sincere and true confession that in 
God’s name their sins are forgiven by power 
— to us by the Holy Ghost? The Chief 
agistrate of a State has power to pardon a 
sinner against the State—a criminal. In 
truth and verity the criminal is forgiven. 1 
believe that absolution of sin means absolu- 
tion of sins, and think it a hard thing to be 
giving it the yearround and never gettingit.

The arrangement recently made 

by the General Managers in San Francisco does 
not give satisfaction, and it is claimed that 


cisco agreement provides that the rates from 
Omaha, Council Biuffs, Pacific Junction, St. 
Joseph, Atchison, Leavenworth, Kansas City, 
St, Paul, or Minneapolis, San Francisco, Cal., or 
to Portland.

Opening of the Wabash Eastern Freight 
ne. 


Freight Agent of the Wabash, in charge of the 
business of that road in this city, was busily an- 
gaged yesterday in making arrangements for 
the opening of the *“ Wabash Eastern Freight 
Line via Detroit and Niagara Falls. The 
route is via the Baltimore & Ohio, Wabash, and 


Wellington states that the line is shorter than 
any other and that he is prepared to take busi- 
ness for Detroit and all points in 
Canada, New York, Pennsylvania, and 
New England, and be expects to do a good share 
of the Chicago east-bound business over the 
new line.

But as tne Wabash bas taken charge of the 
business over the new line it will bardiy be 
satisned with the arrangement, and will no 
doubt demand an eXtra percentage of the east- 
bound busioess, and if this is not granted it is 
likely to make rates to suit itself. 


Statement of the Michigan Central and 
Ohio and Mississippi Kaliroads. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Oct. 15.—[Special.]—The an- 
nual report of the Michigan Central Railroad 
Company shows that its capital stock is not 
limited; the amount authorized by vote of the 
company is $18,738,204, only $75,100 of which is 
held in llinois by seven stockholders. Its 
funded debt is $15,976,000, and it has paid during 
the year $970,800. Its total liabilities aggregate 
$34,714,204. Its main line and branches are 270 
miles long, with only six miles in this State, 
on which are located ten of the 358 stations. 
Its equipment embraces 358 locomotives, 265 
passenger, express, and baggage cars. and 
11,741 freight-cars. It has 9,470 employés, but 
on account of the leasing of the Canada 
Southern Jan. 1, 1883, and the consequent large 
increase of the force employed since that time, 
a satisfactory statementof the average number 
employed and their salaries cannot be given. 
The trallic statement shows 2.428,26 passengers 
and 4,466,961 tons of freight carried during the 
year, ziving an income from the passenger de- 
partment of $3,841,486.49 and from freight 
of 87, 701.340.386: total transportation earnings, 
$11,542,826.82, of which $478,893.67 was in Illinois. 
The operating expenses and taxes reached $7,- 
895,631.66, only $309, in this State. Addi- 
tional expenses, real estate, construction, leased 
lines, interest, etc., were $3,264,215.39, which in- 
cluded a 5per cent common-stock dividend. 
This gave a balance for the year of 63.320. 746. 7. 
and, with the balance of $2,947,102.35 last year, 
made the company’s total balance 267,848.82. 
Out of this was paid to the Canada Southern 
$223,388.12, leaving the balance carried forward 
to next year $5,944,460.70. The present contin- 
gent liabilities not included in the balance-sheet 
are bonds of other roads guaranteed by the 
company aggregating $13,430,000. The road 
killed forty-one and injured 164. 

The report of the Ohio & Mississippi Railway

„ Spotted-Tall“ and Several of His 
Friends on an Embassy to Washing- 
ton. 

Maj. C. Newell, Indian Agent at the Spotted- 
Tail Reservation, is at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, 
accompanied by Spotied-Tail Jr., wife, and 5- 
year-old daughter; Standmg-Elk, wife, and 5 
year-old son; and Roaster,” known as the 
“ Medicine-Man.” He is father-in-law toStand- 
ing-Elk and Spotted-Tail Jr. The party arrived 
sev days ago, and camped out in Lincola 
Park. at the artesian well. They are en route 
to Washingion, but are waiting here for an in- 
terpreter to arrive from the agency, 
as the one they started with be- 
came “homesick” and insisted on returning. 
During the present cool snap Ma). Newell con - 
cluded it would be better to put up ata hotel, 
but it was with the greatest difficulty that he 
overcame the objections of the red brothers— 
they did not like to live ina house, saying that 
they were full of ghosts. This isoneof the su- 
perstitions of the Indians. Spotted Tall once 
tried sleeping in a cabin out West, and hearing 
the wind whistling around the rude structure, 
at once concluded the ghosts of departed pale- 
faces were on the rampage. When a TRISUNE 
reporter called at the Fifth Aveuue Hotei last 
evening one of the guests was entertaining 
“Rooster,” the medicine-man, with a seiec- 
tion from the Merry War.“ Rooster had 
never seen a piano before, and judging from 
his looks his wonder must have been great. The 
term Medieine-Man relates te the spiri tual 
welfare and not to the giver of nostrums. He is 
pieasant-looking, broad-faced, with a large 
mouth, and cheerful countenance, and when he 
laughs it spreads all over hisorai face. Ina few 
moments Standing-Elk and Spotted-Tail en- 
tered and were introduced to the reporter, 
From their laughter, looks of inquiring sur- 
prise, yet evident giee, they no doubt concluded 
that the baid-headed reporter had ventured too 
near some hostile tri and 
Standing-Elk is 57 years of age, tal 
straight as a lightning-rod. His face is pock- 
murked, and de looks much older than bis 
father-in-law Rooster, who is 68. Sitting-Bull 
is much younger, and of course better pre- 


served. 

“ The object of our visit to Washington,” said 
Maj. Newell, is to make a personal appeal in 
behalf of the Spotted-Tail Reservation. The 
entire reservation is about 200 miles square, and 
this tribe occupies an area of about 100 miles 
east and west ‘sixty miles north and south. 
These lands are on the Missouri River, and are 
coursed by several small streams. Of course 
they are valuabie farm lands. A bill is be- 
fore Congress now to throw open to settie- 
ment best this 1 
prising 

miles.. If e „ it would 
, deprive the Spotted -Tail tribe of their best and 
only tiiable lands. We will go before tne 
dian Commission of the House and of the Sen- 
ate and make a plain statementof facts, and 
also will see Secretary Teller. The main point 
we shall urge is that these lands should be given 
the Indiansin severalty instead of in common, 
as at present. But even now these Indians have 
an idea that lands are to be taken from 
them, and that they will be paid 11 cents an 
acre, and in cattle. But what they wantis that 
the lands shail be divided and each man given 
his porvon, and not hold it in common. 
They want a ‘piece of paper,’ or, 
more properly, a title; they have no 
idea of what an acre of land is, but want just 
as much as a white man,’ which means 160 
acres. Neither have they any idea of good or 
bad land. While thei s are held in common, 
very few words, owing to their fear of being 
dispossed and the absence of a title. They cui- 
tivate patches farely over an acre, inciosed in u 
circle fence; they plow their lines in a circle, 
and not straight as our farmers; with them 
everything movesin a circie, tak the moon 
fora model. If the lands were divided, and 
each man given his title, I think one-third of 
the entire people on that reservation would ga 
to active farmmg. There 
on the reservation, but

He Throws Some Historical Light on 
the Defunct State Savings- 
Bank. 


How a Five Per Oent Dividend Was 
Manipulated by the Officers. 


Tne deposition of D. D. Spencer in the case of 
Eames and other depositors against the stock- 
hoiders of the State Savings Institution, taken 
before United Statee Consul Potter at Crefeldt, 
Germany, was fied in Judge Tuley’s court yes- 
terday. Considerable curiosity has been mani- 
fested about this document, but, as bas been 
previously stated in Tun TRIBUNE, it doesn't 
help the depositors avy, and is valuable only in 
a historical sense, giving some details whivh 
were previously matters of conjecture and 
others that were unknown, the latter showing 
the peculiar manner in which the vank was 
managed. 

After stating that he was now engared 
“ speculating on the Bourse,“ Spencer testified 
that his first stock, thirty shares, was bought of 
Chauncey T. Bowen when he (Spencer) wa 3 
President of the Cook County Nacional bank.

known as the Civil Rights law of 1875, Cases 
were brought underthe law to the highest 
legal tribunal from the States of Kansas, 
California, Missouri, New York, and Tennes- 
see, and had been under consideration for a 
year, The complainants were colored men, 
and had been denied their rights as the law 
defined them in hotels, railroad-cars, res- 
taurants, theatres, etc. The Supreme Court 
holds (Mr. Justice Bradley writing the opia- 
ion and Mr. Justice Harlan only dissenting) 
that Congress had no constitutional authori- 
ty to pass the above sections un- 
der either the Thirteenth or Fourteenth 
Amendments, The Fourteenth Amendment 
is prohibitory upon the States only— 
that is, it declares what the States shail not 
do, and does not allow Congress to sit as a 
State Legislature in those matiers, passing 
original laws, but simply directs Congress to 
make corrective acte-—to undo the effect of 
State laws when they are repugnant to the 
spirit of the amendment. The Thirteenth 
Amendment related only to slayery. As to 
the Territories and the District of Columbia, 
the Supreme Court holds the legislative 
power of Congress in the premises is unlim- 


ited.

TEMPERANCE QUESTION IN IOWA. 
The effect which identification of the Re- 

publicans with the prohibition movement in 


not merely by the tremendous reduction of 
the Republican majority of 79,000 in 1880 to 
20,000 or thereabouts in 1883, but still more 
conspicuously by the fact that the Republic- 
ans will have a bare majority of three or 
four in the Lower House of the State Leg- 
islature. The Republican majority in the 
last House over the Democrats was forty- 
eight; there were seventy Republican mem- 
bers and twenty-two Democratic members. 
or more than three to one; in the new House 
the membership is almost equally divided 
between the two parties. The Republicans 
retain a reliable majority on joint ballot 
through the holdover Senators; but the pro- 
hibition issue, which figured directly in the 
election of members of the House, almost 
lost the Republicans its control. Politically, 
it was rather a costly side issue. 

It may weil be doubted whether the scant 
Republican majority in the House will be 
able to pass a prohibition law applying to the 
entire State. The lesson taught by the elec- 
tion is, that such a course, if feasible, would 
be unwise politically, and the experience in 
other States with State prohibition laws has 
shown that such legislation would be unavail- 
ing for the suppression of liquor drinking or 
selling in any city or town where there is not 
a strong coercive teetotal majority sentiment 
among the voters. 

Political prudence and temperance princi- 
ples alike suggest that the majority in the 
Iowa Legislature shall pass legislation on 
the liquor question that will provide for the 
regulation and restriction of the saloon busi- 
ness and at the same time meet with the ap- 
proval and codperation of the great majority 
of the people. If the bare Republican majority 
persist in the attempt to pass a State prohi- 
bition law it is quite likely to result in a fail- 
ure to hold their party majority together: 
and in that event the Legisiature would ad- 
journ without furnishing the people with any 
remedy for or protection against the excesses 
and abuses of the liquor traffic. If they 
should succeed in passing such a law it 
would be violated in al) the cities and towns 
throughout the State either openly or sur- 
reptitiously, and it would lead to irritating 
conflicts between those who sell and drink 
liquor, wine, and beer and those who do not 
drink and want to prevent others from doing 


80. | 
The situation suggests that the Iowa Leg- 
islature try something besides State prohl- 
bition for the practical promotion of the 
temperance cause, The laws of Illinois, an 
older State, with more experience in dealing 
with the liquor traffic than Iowa has had, 
furnish a good model for liquor legislation. 
The Lilineis system combines local option 
and. State restriction by means of a uniform 
high tax for licenses wherever they are 
issued. In other words, local option and 
high tax will provide the Iowa Legislature 
with the most practical solution of the liquor 
problem, and that program may be adopted 
with benefit to both the Republican party 
and the temperance cause. 

If prohibition can be enforced at all it is 
only possible in strong temperance com- 
munities which pass such a law for them- 
selves, and are prepared to carry it out by the 
force of public sentiment and individual 
energy. . 

The most the Iowa Legislature can bring 
about in the way of practical prohibition, 
therefore, is to pass a State law which shall 
give every city, town, and village in the State 
the local option to prohibit the sale of liquor 
within its jurisdiction whenever a majority 
of the legal voters shall so elect. Having 
done this, it will be for each community to 
decide whether or not it will avail itself of the 
uniform privilege, and to determine by actual 
trial whether or ‘not it can enforce prohibi- 
tion and stop drinking by political coercion. 
But the State Legislature may accomplish 
still more in the direction of suppressing and 
restricting the liquor traflic by enacting that 
ip every community where the public tale of

liquor shall pe tolerated the privilege 


shall be taxed not less 
than a certatn amount—say $1,000 in 
lowa, where the temperance sentiment is 
strong — for the purpose ‘of limiting 
the number of saloons and reimbursing 
the communlty for the additional expenses 
imposed by the evils wheh grow out of the 
liquor traffic. State legisiation of this kind 
may be and will be enforced everywhere, 
because it is in thy interest of the people to 
require the collection of tne license-fee in 
reduction of general taxation and for the 
maintenance of superior municipal govern- 
ment. Every commun which discovers 
that prohibition cannot Be enforced but still 
has a strong temperance sentiment may thus 
greatly reduce the number of saloons and 
improve the character of the survivors by 
charging as high a license-fee as may be 
necessary to that end, and every community 
where the temperance sentiment is lax will 
still be constrainea to charge as much as 
$1,000 for each saloon and restrict the business 
aceordingly. A State license law may also 
make other conditions calculated to restrict 
the saloon business, such as prohibition of 
sale to minors and babitual drunkards, and 
require the forfeiture of licenses for the vio- 
lation of the same. By this means the ex- 
cesses and abuses of the liquor traffic may be 
restrained and the cause of temperance ad- 
vanced beyond the possibilities of any at- 
tempt at universal prohibition. 

The lowa Legislature cannot reasonably 
ignore the reaction in public sentiment 
against State prohibition which the election 
returns reveal. Perhaps an attempt to pass 
a State prohibition law or tosubmit a new 
prohibition amendment would prove abort- 
ive: but if it should succeed in the Legis- 
lature the indications are that the people 
would refuse to sustain it. Hence it is the 
part of wisdom to trysomething else. Local 
option to prohibit and uniiorm high license 
are the best means at ready commana which 
will find approval and support from the peo- 
ple. The Democrats can make no more in- 


roads upon the Republican party by oppos- 


ing that dual system of restraint, and the 
evils of the whisky trade may be minimized 
by its application. Here is Senator Wilson’s 
chance to do his party and his State an em- 
nent service; for if he advise his prohibi-

PENNY JOURNALISM. 

What the enterprising publishers of the 
“metropolitan” dailies thought they were 
going to make by selling their papers below 
cost,” like Chatham street clothes-dealers, 
must be confessed to be rather dubious. 
This new constituency, to gain whom they 
have sacrificed so much, is not of a kind to 
bring a support that counts for much to arry- 
thing. People who prefer the “Penny 
Dreadful” would not read a good book or 
newspaper if it were given to them. The 
man who has acquired the habit of taking 
hie daily dram of hot spiced sensations at a 
penny a dram will keep on with his dram, 
no matter how low the price of pure country 
milk is put. . 

If one of the high-class New York dailies 
could have bad the reduction all to itself so 
as to win away readers of the other dailies 
no doubt it could have made a good thing 
out of the cut. But when the reduction by 
one was at once followed by a similar con- 
ceasion by the others, the competitors found 
themselves once more in the same relative 
position as before, with this important differ- 
ence as to the actual position: they all had 
stepped down to a lower plane of the public 
and profit. No doubt the first paper that 
made the reduction gained considerably. It 
was this that started the others after it on 
the down grade, Now the situation of af- 
fairs is simply that the various papers pre- 
sent no difference of price to attract buyers, 
and their circulation will be determined, as 
before the throat-cutting, by the preference 
of readers, But the journals have all low- 
ered their pecuniary ability to make as good 
papers as before. 

People who have neither time, means, nor 
minds are a poor constituency for the New 
York papers to win by such a sacrifice as 
they have made by puttingdown the selling 
price to less than what it costs to produce a 
good article. These people buy very little; 
they have very little to sell. They want 


nothing of a newspaper but a daily titilia- 
tion. If there are advertisements and a flash 


police-gazette love story to choose between 
they will be sure to take the latter and leave 
the advertisements. They do not want to 
digest any information cr ponder any views 
on any of the topics of business, or industry, 
or culture, or society that make the modern 
first-class newspaper an indispensable part 
of the outfit of every one who stands nowa- 
days in the ranks of intelligence or proper- 
ty. All the penny class wants is blazing 
headlines, intense exaggeration, biting spices, 
and the shallowest, curtest, flippantest apolo- 
gy for editorial comment. The additfon of 
such a mass of readers, obtained at a loss to 


the publisher, brings no strength to a news- | 


paper. 

That is the great mistake the New York 
publishers have made. They have in a mo- 
ment of phrenzied rivalry made an excessive 
reduction and cut down the price of what. 
costs three or four cents to two cents in or- 
der to attract a class of readers who do not 
like the “high-toned ” kind of papers and 
would not read them asa gift, and who would 
add nothing to the value of a newspaper’s 
circulation if they did read it. Quality is 
worth quite as much in newspaper cireula- 
tion as quantity, It is a waste of time to ad- 
dress carefully reasoned arguments to per- 
sons who have not the mental calibre to take 
them in nor the sincerity ta care for them if 
they understand what is meant, It is a 
mistake to describe your goods to those who 
have no money to buy them with. 

We do not believe that the net result of 
the New York change will be of the least 
benefit either to the papers or the public of 
that city. The journals, having less income 
than they had and appealing toamore mis- 
cellaneous constituency, will be subject to 
deteriorating influences that will be almost 
irresistible.

NORTHOCOTE’S BLUNDERING CAMPAIGN. 

Sir Stafford Northeete’s campaign in the 
North of lreland has been so utter a failure 
that it cannot but hasten his political extine- 
tion, which will not be displeasing to the ag- 
gressive and spirited young Tories who have 
long chafed under his inane, wavering, and 
colorless leadership. When the London 
Times and the Dublin Evening Mail, the 
mouthpieces of Irish Toryism, refer t his 
speeches as “indigestible doses,” one can 
form some idea of the suffering of the quick- 
wit ed, ardent-tempered Irish under his min- 
istrations. Sir Stafford began his campaign 
with an appeal to the Irish Orangemen to 
defend their religion and their liberties. He 
closed with a mild condemnation of Orange 
processions and too emphatic demonstra- 
tions, and with a eulogy on the Roman 
Catholic Church calculated to please the 
aristocratic English members of that com- 
munlon, but also calculated to throw a wet 
blanket on the ardor of the enthuiastic Tories 
of Ireland. 

His speech at Larne Saturday capped the 
climax of folly and failure. He referred to 
the recent concessions to the demands of the 
whole people of Ireland as bribes and sen- 
sational” legislation. The bribes Sir Stafford 

, referred to were the application of a portion

administration according to the Tory states- 
man’s views means more regard for the in- 
terest of the feudal landlord and denial to 
the tenant of his equitable rights.

the Sub-Commissioners administer it in 
a far less lideral spirit than was intended by 
the author and the supporters of the meas- 
ure. The Ulster farmers—Whig, Liberal, 
Nationalist, and Tory—are a unit in demand- 
ing that amendments shal! be introduced into 
the act to give full effect to the spirit of liber- 
ality in which it was framed and passed, Sir 
Stafford Northcote coolly tells these same 
farmers on the eve of quitting Ireland that 
the fault of the measure is, that it confers too 
many advantages on them and is unjust to 
the landlords, with whom he has been hob- 
nobbing since he came to the country. Sir 
Stafford does not fully appreciate the keen 
perception of the Northern Irish or he would 
not have made so absurd a speech. 

Equally unfortunate was his attempt to 
alarm the Ulstermen by warning them to 
guard against new measures of local self- 
government,” which might be used by the 
Home-Rulers, he said, to further their 
schemes for an independent Legislature for 
Ireland. There has not been a meeting of 
Ulster tenant farmers since the time of 
Sharman Crawford which has not passed 
resolutions condemning the oligarchic sys- 
tem of county government by grand juries, 
and -demanding that elective bodies repre- 
senting the ratepayers should take their 
place, The Gladstonian Liberals and the 
Orange Tories of Ulster are as urgent for 
local self-government as the most ardent 
Parnellite. In his valedictory Sir Stafford, 
with the capacity for biundering which has 
characterized his Parliamentary career since 
the death ot Lord Beaconsiield, declared 
against every measure on which the thinking 
and independent men among his audience 
haveset their hearts. The speech was a fit- 
ting climax to a blundering campaign, and 
must hopelesiy damage whatever slight 
prospects the Tories had in Ulster. It prob- 
ably hastens Lora Randolph Churchill’s op- 
portunity. Sir Stafford must soon be 
shelved. 

The Parnellites, with their accustom 
shrewdness, will take adfantage of the blun- 
ders. They will abandon the idea of a Tory 
alliance, which never had much to commend 
it to them, and which they used only for a 
temporary purpose, Oil and water cannot 
mix. A coalition between Irish Radicals and 
English territorialists is impossible. The 
Parnellites gained the great measure of Irish 
land reform by allying themselves with the 
Liberal party. Every other measure of re- 
form which they ask for must be gained bya 
similar alliance. Mr. Parnell has no love 
for a fight because it is a fight. He engages 
in a combat only to punish an enemy 
or to gain a friend. If the Parnellites 
combine with the Gladstonian Liberals in 
Ulster they can carry every constituency in 
it, with the possible exception of Belfast. 
Amendment of the Land act, county self- 
governwent, household suffrage, and peas- 
ant proprietary will then be questions of 
time and detail.

THE present laws lay the highest tariff on 
the class of — — as luxuries, such 
as wines, silks, jaces, ribbons, broadcloths, vel- 
vets, etc., such as are purchased dy the rich, 
and which the ordinary American farmer's 
family bas little use for, and the tariff-duty is 
least—where a duty is laid at all—upon suc ar- 
ticles of consumption as enter more freely into 
the daily living of the people Journal. 

This sort of loose talk results from the un- 
contradicted iteration of erroneous asser- 
tion. Away back in colonial and pioneer 
times a silk dress, a broadcloth coat, or a 
ribbon on a bonnet was esteemed a luxury 
which only the rich could afford to purchase; 
but this is changed nowadays, All the fe- 
males in the United States, poor as well as 
rich, buy silk dresses and ribbon-trimmed 
bonnets. Silk is as common a clothing ma- 
terial for Sunday or visiting wear as calico 
was in the days of their grandmothers, and 
is no longer a luxury of the rich,” but has 
become a necessity of ail womankind. And 
what is true of silk for women is equally 
true of broadcloth for men. The possession 
of one or more broadcloth suits is universal; 
broaacloth is no longer considered a luxury, 
but one of the common necessaries of civil- 
ized life. The Journal’s writer must be a 
blind octogenarian, male or female, who was 
raised in blue jeans or figured calico, and 
thinks that silk and broadcloth are still re- 
stricted to the wealthy few, and does not 
know that thereis notone American farm- 
er’s family in the broad Kepublic but wears 
them Sunday and holidays. 

And it is a false assertion that the present 
laws lay the highest tariff on silks and broad- 
cloths. The tariff on silks is 50 ver cent and 
on broadcloth 40 to 50, whereas on glass and 
bottles it ranges from 50 to 100 percent. On 
crockery, pottery, porcelain, chinaware, 
etc.—necessaries of life common to every 
househoid—the tariff ranges from 50 to 70 
per cent. It is nearly 50 per cent on salt, and 
40 to 60 per cent on furniture, and 40 to 60 
per cent on pocket-knives, table-knives, and 
cutlery in general; on sugar and molasses 
over 40 per cent, and on scores of other com- 
modities of general use and necessity the 
tariff is shamefully and oppressively high. 
All such exorbitant taxes on the farmers 
under the pretense of protection are sheer 
robbery, and a good many of them are find- 
ing it out.“

But we 
would like to ask the newspapers and people 
of St. Louis “ whatthey are going to do about 
it.“ The question is not asked offen- 
sively, as Bill Tweed put it when he ad- 
dressed the taxpayers of New York, but 
seriously and in order to obtain some useful 
information. If the decent people of St. 
Louis can discover some way to protect 
themselves from the rule of the gambjers 
and saloonkeepers perhaps it will suggest an 
avenue of escape for the decent people of 
Chicago. The respectable people of Chicazo 
have given up the conundrum. They have 
submitted to what appears to be the inevita- 
ble. The Democratic party of this city has 
accepted the dictation of the gamblers and 
the saloonists as the price of its political su- 
premacy, and the decent members of that 
party seem to prefer the humiliating submis- 
sion to the alternative of their party’s de- 
feat.

ADA ATKINSON. 


The Mystery Surrounding Her Hor- 
rible Murder on the Eve of 
Solution. 


Jacob elling, a Farm Laborer, Strongly 
Suspected of Having Committed 
the Deed. 


His Statement Accusing Jacob Ladd—Examina- 
at Fowler, ind., Yesterday—A Dra- 


FowLxn, Ind., Oct. 15.—[Speclal. Jacob 
Nelling and Jacob Ladd were arrested Sat- 
urday night and secretly conveyed to Fow- 
ler Jail, accused of the murder of Ada At- 
kinson. 

Detective Harris has dogged Nelling con- 
tinually for the last week. Saturday efter- 
noon Nelling caved in, as Harris said, and 
voluntarily made the tollowing statement: 
“Well, Harris, I have to make a statement. 
Would have told you last night, but Jack 
Templeton was with you, and drunk. He 
shook his fist and tried to scare me. Now, 1 


was in the army three years and saw pretty 


rough times, and can’t be scared.“ 

Harris said: Nelling, if you have any- 
thing to say about this business I want it 
now.” . 

“Well, Harris, I will tell you. I wish 1 
had told you before. It has almost broken 
me down. Have lost fifieen pounds in the 


last week. I have not slept any. On the 
afternoon of the murder the boys had just 
gone when Jake Ladd came where I was 
working, and said, ‘How are you, Jake? 
I said, How are you, Jake?’ He 
then inquired 
where each member of the family was. 
Found all were away but Ada. Said 
he would go across the orchar get 
some es, to the ouse, 
and get a drink, see Adaaminute. He 
asked if Ada wasn’t a little fast. 1 told him 
she was a very fine girl. He said there was 
a person in Oxford who would like to — 
her swallowed by an earthquake. asked 
why. He said because she hated her so. 
When Ladd left I had a terrible feeling; 
thought something awful was going to hap- 
peu in the house, Could not resist gomg to 
the house, Was afraid, to go in, Heard or 
saw nothing. Went after 
returned in half an hour, and chopped 
w when Anna Atkinson rode 
home, followed by Buck Moore. Anna went 
into the house. My feelings were now terri- 
ble. Icould hardly stand. Soon Anna came 
running out screaming Ada was murdered.

Am working for her; cut wood a 
quarter of a mile from Atkinson’s house; 

a scream, a little before 3 o’clock; di 
not see Nelling; did not go to the house; did 
not see Ada or any of the family, or go near 
the house until afteralarm of murder in the 
evening; was acquainted with Nelling. 

Atthis pointa dramatic scene; occurred.

Nelling—Didn’t notice anything but a palr of 
fine boots. 

Ladd—Were my pants inside my boots? 
Nelling—Dou’t know. 

do you remember my boots 
and notmy clothing? Nelling—Don’t know. 

During this trying ordeal Ladd eyed Nell- 
ing closely. Nelling was restless, trembling, 
breathed very heavy, and was nearly over- 
come when he sat down, 

The examination will be continued in Ox- 
ford tomorrow. The exeitement is high. A 
majority of the people believe Nelling guilty. 
It the evidence proves conclusive against 
Nelling an attempt will probably be made to 
lynch him. He is closely guarded.

STREET IMPROVEMENTS—THE TRACKS OF 
THE BURLINGTON ROAD TO THE FAIR 
GROUNDS. 
Tne City Council met last evening, the Mayor

Ald. Walsh moved to reconsider the vote 
whereby the Council concurred in the report of 
the Finance Committee placing on file the ordi- 
nance repealing the ordinance concerning spe- 
cial assessments. The ordinance, which was 
passed May 4, 1883, provided that whevever the 
Council ordered any public improvement, to be 
paid forin whole orin part by special assess- 
ment, euch ordinance or direction of the 
Council ebould not be repealed nor the proceud- 
ings unnulled at the instance of any person in- 
terested till all the expenses determined by the 
Department of Public Works bad first been paid 
into the City Treasury by the parties assessed. 

Ald. Hildreth moved that the matter be re- 
ferred to the Finance Committee with instruc- 
tions to amend by providing that it shall be un- 
lawful to make any street improvement unless 
the consent of a majority of property-own- 
ers be obtained.

MOLLINER’S FALL. 
IT KILLED mu, BUT NOBODY KNOWS HOW 
JT OCCURRED. 

Gerhart Molliner,a young man 20 years of 
age, sober, and in excellent health, left his 
father’s bouse in Jefferson last Saturday for 
this city with a wagon-load of potatoes and cab- 
buges. That night about 9:30 o’clock the horses 
and wagon returued without him, and the driv- 
er's seat was turned. The father went over, to a 
neighbor's, Mr. Miller, at Poplar Grove, a few 
miles distant, and learned that the young man 
bad left there for home at 7 in tne evening, ap- 
parently well, for he was gayly Singing, and was 
entirely sober. Passing up the road an tour at- 
terward, Miller saw Molliner ung in 
the road, groaning and complaining of his 
stomach. He could not teil what hurt him, nor 
stand on his feet. His bat was lying half a block 
distant, and tbe wagon had evidently turned in 
the road. His clothes were wetas if he h 
fallen in acreek, and were torn as it he had 
been in a struggie, yet there Were no bruises on 


vicinity. 
8 man was taken home by his father 


that night, where he died soon after. He tre- 
quently complained of his stomach, yet there 
were no bruises on bis person to indicate that he 
bad been run over, nor were there any traces of 
a wagon-whee! on bis body or on his clothes, 
The ooly words he uttered just at the moment 
of nis death were.

The wagon was not heavily laden. It con- 
tained a few purchases of meat, sugar, and cof- 
fee in exchange for the produce carried to mar- 
ket, and besides it was a very light wagon.

WHOLESALE LICENSES. 

TIIE CASE OF THE CITY V8. ENRIGHT. 
Judge Gary yesterday beard arguments iu the 
case of the City of Chicago vs. Earight, which 
involves the question of the validity of the 


Harry Rubens and W. J. Hynes represented the 
defendant, and Col. Cameron appeared for the 
city.

There was considerable wrangling between 
council as to the stipulations which the defense 
desired to make. After undergoing several im- 
portaut modiacations the lawyers fiually agreed 
to file the following document in evidence: 

“It is hereby stipulatea that the said defend- 


distilled spirits trom foreign couatries, which 
be was seliing in the City of Chicago in quanti- 
ties more than ove gulion and in the original 
packages in which they were received by him 
to merchants and saloonkeepers and families of 
this and other States and other countries; that

said spirits were sold by bim in quantities of 
less thun one gallon at any oue time avr in any 
quantity to be drank upon his premises or in or 
upon any adjacent room, building, yard, prem- 
ises, or place of public resort, which be sold to 
saloonkeepers, families, and persons in the City 
22 — and iu other cities, States, and coun- 
tries.“ 

Mr. Cameron opened for the city. . 

Mr. Rubens, for the defense, said that the or- 
dinance aimed at distilled spirite alone. There 
was no compliance with the charter power in it. 
The charter only authorizes the city to regulate 
vinous and malt liquors, and does not mention 
distilled Jiquors. It cannot be that the city cuu 
pick out the liquors it wants to license. Counsel 
questioned the validity of the ordinance, be- 
cause it conunes itself to distilled Iiquors aud 
does not mention other liquors. It was invalid 
because the license year did not correspond 
with the municipal yeur as fixed by the Legisia- 
ture in Sec. 46 of the charter. Therefore its en- 
forcement was uDlawTful. It established a license 
to run from July 1 to June 80, when the munici- 
pal year extends only to the first Monday after 


election. Mr. Rubens doubted if the city 
had a right to tax wholesal Of even 
saloonkeepers. Municipal corporadogs bad no 
right to make laws not in harmony with the 
general policy of the State at larwe. Where the 
taxing power is exercised it must appear plalu- 


speak or even attempt to regulate the trafiic, 
which right the charter gives the city, but it ex- 
acts a revenue, and that was illegal. Even ad- 
mitting that the city bad a right to levy a tax 
for police regulation, the established license was 
entirely too large. It should only be à trifling 
sum to cover expenses. Counsel u that tue 
ordinance was not geverai and uniform in ap- 
blicauon. Distillers who sold their own prod- 
ucts at wholesale were exempted from it.

Henckeli was arrested, held to the grand 
jury and indicted, He gave bail, however, the 
physicians com to bis relief, and disappeared 
soon after, the ad being forfeited. He was 
traced to Chicago and was arrested two or 
three days ago at the corner of Thirty-first and 
State streets. District-Attorne “wy and Offi- 
cer O’ Neil, of Syracuse, arrived in the city yes- 
terday and will start for Syracuse tonight with 
Henckell, first going to Spr er the 
necessary papers.

There is a considerable amount of capital in 
Chicago that could be borrowed for thirty days 
at 5 per cent, but if funds were wanted for 
sixty or ninety days the rate would be 6@7. In 
any ordinary condition of trade the quotauons 
at these figures would be frm, but the demand 
is now very moderate. The currency orders 
from the country were, however. heavy yester- 
day, doubtless to meet the needs of those who 
are holding produce in store. Eastern exchange 
dropped back to par on a moderate volume of 
transactions. The bank clearings footed up 


$8,585,000. 
Sterling exchange was in a sensitive condi- 


tion. The supply was small and the market re- 
sponded readily to any demand. It was, how- 
ever, heavy aud 1-16 off at tne close. The posted 


rate for bankers’ sterling was 48 and 48 for 


sixty days and demand respectively. Actual 
transactions were at 481\% tor sixty days and 
484% for demand. Documentary sold at 479%. 
Bankers’ marks 04% for sixty days. 4 ½ for de- 
mand; documentary, 98%@93X%. Bankers’ francs 
sold at 623% for long, 520% for cash; documen- 


tary francs 626% on Havre and Marseilles, 527% 


on Antwerp. 

The local stock and bond market was exceed- 
ingiv dull. There were no sales at the Chicago 
Stock Excbange in the afternoon and few in the 
forenoon. Some securities show a decline. There 
was, for instance, one transaction in City 7s of 
1894 at 119, which was the price bid on Saturday. 
Not long sinee 122 or 123 was paid for this bound. 
Government bonds were strong, but buyers and 
sollers were apart a considerable fraction. The 
best bid for 3s was par. 

The sales at the New York Stock Exchange 
were 383,285 shares. The feature of the day was 
a highly successful bear attack on Oregon, 
which sold down from 47 to 41, rallying at the 
close to 42. The sales were very large. There 


has been considerable buying of stocks in Chi- 


cago of late on the expectation of better prices. 
ana no little disappointment was expressed over 
this decline. There had been a good deal ot bull 
talk in New York Friday, and the list started off 
well, but the temper of the street changed witbin 
an bour. There were large bear operations in the 
coalers. A prominent house bought 3,000 shares 
of Union Pacific atthe opening. London was 
also said to be a large buyer, principally of the 
Vanderbiits. Later in the day rumors came to 
Chicago of a heavy failure in New York. The 
woolen interest has for some time been looking 
for a large failure, which it was thought would 
carry down a number of smaller concerns. The 
new s per cent convertible bonds of the New 
Jersey Central Road, exchanged for the 7 per 
cent incomes, are now being delivered. 

The earnings of twenty-five railroads for the 
latest week reported—in a majority of cases 
the first week of October—showed an increase of 
5.1 percent over last year, or an increase of 10.2 
per cent in mileage. 

The Eastern note-brokers are experiencing 
the consequences of recent failures due to too 
great activity in floating paper of questionable 
value. The acceptances of men who are known 
to be good find ready sale in New England, but 
transactions at the note-brokers’ offices have 
materially falien off. 

The shortage in the cotton crop this season, 


while not likely to have any serious economic 


consequences in the long run, is used as a basis 
of attack on the Southern railroads. The sup- 
ply of last season wag so great that much will 
be carried over by manufacturers, and the pro- 
ducers will get higher prices for the crop of 1883. 
The growing thrift of the Southerners is mak- 
ing itself felt in the way of increasing purchases 
at the North. The American Printing Compa- 
ny finished 2,000,000 yards of cotton goods in the 
week ending Oct. 6, the largest week's produc- 
tion in its history. 

Immigration statistics have an important 
place in any correct estimate of the business 
situation, and this year there is a shrinkage in 
the ageregate of newcomers. The arrivals dur- 
ing September in customs distrfots, comprising 
about 97 percent of the immigration into the 
country, numbered 45,719, against 49,935 in Sep- 
tember, 1882, making the total for the first three 
months of the fiscal year 130,327, against 158.021 
the corresponding period of 188. Germany 


furnished 43,059, Engiand and Wales 22,687, Can- | 


ada 14,264, and Ireland 13.270. The demands 
which the new settlers in the Territories have 
made for capital, and the estabiishment of 
banks there, have in recent years greatly modi- 
fied the ebb and flow of toanabie funds Kast and 
West. 

The condition of trade in this country is per- 
haps the leading cause of the commercial de- 
pression in Eagiand. The failures here have 
had a Chilling effect, and the caution exercised 
in the purchase of iron goods and textiles is 
productive of conservatism there.

COMMERCIAL. 


The leading produce markets were steadier 
yesterday, with less business doing than the 
recent average of daily trading. The general 
tendency was to lower prices, though there wag 
a rally towards noon in several departments. 
The speciai reason for weakness was the re- 
ported failure of two large houses in Liverpool 
and one in Hull in the provision trade. The 
feeling in wheat was very uncertain, depending 
largely on the credence that was attached to 
some rumors of a revived export movement. 
The rumors developed into news later, but that 
did not make much difference in prices nere. 

Provisions were tame and weak, though Liv- 
erpool reported an advance of 6don lard. The 
local hog market was, however, lower, with a 
rather large supply, and the reported failure of 
some firmsin the trade in Eogland made proa- 
uct heavy. There was no attempt at bearing 
prices, and no oceasion for it; they went down 
of their own weight. A leading operator was a 
free selier of lard, and another filled in a mod- 
erate line of short pork. Otherwise the trading 
was mostly of a miscellaneous character. and local 
at that, with only a few orders from New York, 
Baltimore and Milwaukee. There was a good ship- 
ping demand for stuff on account of domestic 
points, but tne foreign enquiry was hampered by |- 
the fear that transatlantic weakness will be the 
rule, and may even involve other firms than 
those above referred to. Pork closed on Chauge 
20@274e below the latest prices of Saturday, at 
$10.35 for October and $10.60 bid for January, 
the near future being the weakest. Lard closed 
7c lower, at $7.35 bid for October and $7.20 bia 

for January. Short ribs closed 7½ lower, at 
$5.42% bid for January, other deliveries being 
nearly nominal. On the afternoon cali October 
pork declined 100, and January lard 2%@6c, with 
little change otherwise. There was no trading 
afterwards. 

Flour was very quiet, with no reported change: 
in prices. Some sellers were hoping for a vet- 
ter demand in sympathy wita wheat, but it did 
not materialize yesterday. The coarse mill- 
stuffs were easy, witb bran at $12.00 per ton. 

Wheat was rather active and unsettied. It 
deciined M eariy, recovered the disadvantage, 
and again weakened, closing on Change ue be- 
low the latest prices of Saturday, at 92%c bid 
for November and Ale bid for December. The 
British markets were quoted dull, and our re- 
ceipts were moderately large, with light ship- 
ments, and a further piling up of stocks of the 
seaboard. The weather in the West was more 
settled and favorable for large receipts. 
On this there was a considerable amount 
of “hammering” at the outset, but 
when the market got downto the put price of 
Saturday there was a fair demand, and the re- 
action was helped by turther reports or rumors 
of an increased export movement from the sea- 
board. One house quoted a sale of 18 boat-loade 
in New York, and another wired that $1.11 had 
been bid c. t. 7. The market fell back with mod- 
erate offerings and the suspicion that the export 
movement had been “ got up to seil on.“ Later 
it was found that there were really some foreign 
orders here within a smail fraction of the mar- 
ket, and it was reported that 200,000 bu bad been 
taken in Milwaukee by a Chicagooperator. On 
the afternoon call the market declined e. and 
was afterwards steady. No. 2spring sold at 98 
Muc. No. 3 do at 82!4c, No.2 red sparingly at 
$1.00%, and No. 3 do at 93%c. A sale of 5,000 bu 
No. 2 red winter wheat for December was made 
at $1.04. There isnot enough winter wheat com- 
ing in to permitan active market. The small 
stocks are scattered around in several eievaxzors, 
and a vessei would need to visit more than one 
to obtain a good load. 

Corn was quiet in futures, but averaged 
Stronger. It sold off ;, then advanced ne, 
and closed a shade below the latest prices of 
Saturday, at M bid for November and 48\c 
bid for May. ‘The British markets were called 
dull and unchaoged, but our receipts were 
smaller than many had expected. Against this, 
however, was the fact of very light shipments 
from this city and bints of some préssure in 
New York. with 1,730,000 bu afloat on the Erte 
Canal. There was littie trading on outside ac 
count. A better inquiry for car-lots was noted, 
but some of it was by a gentieman who sold 100,- 
000 du for October, and was supposed to be buying 
the smaller quantities to help the larger. Anoth- 
er unloaded a lot for May which he bad bought 
only last Saturday. Outside of this the market 
seemed to move in sympathy with wheat and to 
bave much less inde pendent strength than here- 
tofore, some fears being expressed that there 
will be a radical advance in freights.

- fair for the time of year, and in millinery, cloth- 


ing, boots and shoes there is als» a seasonable 
movement. Groceries were quoted firm under a 
steadily good city and country demand. In the 
Gried-fruit market little change was apparent. 
Fish also were quoted about as before. The 
butter market was dull, with prices showing a 
continued lack of tirsnness. Cheese also was 
rather quiet, and aside from full creanis the 
feeling was easy. There was a good trade in 
oils at full prices. Coal and pig-iron were 
steady. 

Flaxseed was in limited demand, with mod- 
erate offerings, and sold at $1.33@1.53%, chiefly 
at $1.33, with selier the year nominal at $1.30 
bid. Timothy opened strong, with prime seed 
selling at $1.356@1.37, but ciosed easier at 61.340 
1.36. Clover was still rather scarce and choice

There has been a good, 
strong markctin Duluth while the storage ca- 
pacity of that place was being filied up, but 
there is only a poor shippmg demand, and the 
piace lacks such a speculative market as we 
have in Chicago, where grain Can be carried 
over from the time the producer wants to soll it 
till the time when the consumer wants to buy it. 
The speculative market may have its disad- 
vautages, but it is a wonderful equalizer ia 
times of real need.
